Ray Hasenauer, counselor at the Alcohol Information and 
Counseling Center on M-72 west of Grayling, reports six services 
now available to individuals and groups in Crawford County. 

The Grayling Center is pari of the comprehensive Substance 


Ahuse Program administered by the District Gne and Tri-Couniy . 


Health Departments. Other components of the comprehensive 
program are Alcohol Information and Counseling Centers in 
Cadillac and Traverse City, the Wexford-Missaukee Crisis Center in 
Cadillac, Third Level Crisis Center in Traverse City, and the 
Northwestern Michigan Halfway House in Traverse City. 

The Grayling Center offers the following six services: 

1. INFORMATION. Organizations such as schools, civic clubs, 
and church groups can request presentations, workshops and other 
programs dealing with the drug alcohol. Individuats can request 
pamphiets or private consultations to obtain information about 
alcohoi probiems. Persons who feel they may have a problem with 
alcohol, or may have a friend, employee, client or family member 
with a drinking problem are especially urged to inquire. - 

2. FAMILY ASSISTANCE. A special program is offered for 
family members of persons with drinking problems, and can be 
used whether or not the problem drinker recognizes the problem. 

3. COUNSELING. Appointments for individual counseling fora 
personal or tamily drinking problem can be made be leieohoning 
348-8331, writing the Alcohol Information and Counseling Center, 
Route 1, Box 1020, or by dropping in. The Center is located less 
than a mile west of downtown Grayling on M-72. 

4. GROUP THERAPY. When sufficient numbers Gf persons are 
seeking help for similar problems, groups wil! be formed so that 
answers found by members of the group can be shared with others 
in the arouo 
in the group. 

5. REFERRAL TO OTHER SERVICES. The Alcohol Center 
provides the additional service of arranging hospitalization or 
residential care for clients when calied for. Arrangements can also 
be made for clients to receive health, mental health, vocational, 
social or other needed services. 

6. COURT PROGRAM. Under the direction of information 
specialist John Darrow, the Alcohol Center conducts a class for 
persons convicted of alcohol-related offenses or identilied by 
Secretary of State offices as having difficulty with drinking and 
driving. The classes are conducted at Grayling High Schoo! and are 
open to the public. This Fall's class will begin on September 2nd 
and will :un from 7 to 9 p.m. the next five consecutive Tuesdays. 
The class will he held in room A-39 of the Grayling High School.

The Massasuga or Pygmy Rattlesnake is 


Michigan's only poisonous snake. it is easily , 


distinguished by the terminal rattle on its tail. 
Other distinctive features are the thick body, the 
short slender tail, the triangular head much 
swollen at the back, small eyes, and the deep pit 
between the eyes and nose of the snake. 


In color the snake is gray - often nearly black, 
with many dark brown blotches merging into 


cross bands on the tail. The belly is black. it 


prefers’: swamps, bogs, and marshy areas but 
during, midsummer it frequently resorts to drier 
situations. 

Unit for unit its toxin is as virulent as that of 
other species. But because of its smaller 


quantity of venom, sluggish habits, it is not to be 
feared but certainly should be treated with 
caution and respect. * 

Quite possibly its bite might prove fatal in the 
case of a small child or an adult suffering from 
heart disorders, or anyone who may be allergic to 
the venom. This Is not to say that the dite is 
harmless as it can cause much suffering. Further 
it should be warned that’the snakes often travel 
in pairs. The best protection against the snake is 
simply to wear a pair of boots while in the woods 
and when berry picking to watch where you are 
putting your hands. The snakes can be found.in 
most parts of Crawford County. ‘

RAPTURE GF THE CHURCH 

The rapture of the Church is 
the next prophetic event, in 
which Jesus Christ will catch 
away all believers of the Church 
age into the clouds to be with 
Him. Since many of the believ- 
ers of the Church age have died, 
we must also study the first 
resurrection as part of . the 
Rapture question. 

The first resurrection is made 
up of three parts. The first part 
begins with Jesus Christ and 
possibly those who arose with 
Him at His resurrection, Mat- 


thew 27:52,53. The second partt 


is the main harvest and includes 
all believers from Pentecost to 
ihe Rapiure, ihe believers of the 
Church age, | Thessalonians 
4:16,17. The third part includes 
all tribulation saints who died 
during the great tribulation 
along with a number of Old 
Testament saints. Revelation 
20:4 and Daniel 12:1,2. The 
second resurrection includes all 
unsaved dead of aii ages and 
takes place over 1000 years afier 
the first resurrection of the 
saved, Revelation 20:4-6. The 
second resurrection has notning 
to do with the rapture and 
therefore will not be discussed 
at this time. 

A detailed description of the 
rapture is given ‘in | Thessa- 
fonians 4:13-16. The urgent 
need for instruction on this 
subject is declared in veise 13. 
To be ignorant of God's plan 
leaves us uncertain, confused 
and saddened. “But ! would not 
have you to be ignorant, breth- 
ren, concerning them which are 
asleep, that ye sorrow not, even 
as others which have no hope.” 

The basis or ground for our 
tion of the 
found in verse 14. This basis 
rests upon the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ Himself, and the 
location of the soul of the dead 
In Christ as being now present 
with Christ. Just as their body 
sleeps in the ground or grave, 
thei: soul abides with Jesus, 
but the physical and spiritual 
shall be reunited at the rapture. 
“For if we believe that Jesus 
died and rose again, even so

In verse 15 we are reminded of 
the authority for our hope in the 
rapture, the Word of God, and 
the impossibility of people or 
circumstances preventing this 
glorious event. “For this we say 
unto you by the word of the 
Lord, that we which are alive 
and remain unto the coming of 
the Lord shall not prevent them 
which are asleep.” 

In verse 16a we observe the 
actual manner of Christ's com- 
ing for His saints. “For the Lord 
himself shall descend from 
heaven with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel, and with 
the trump of God...” As the

Context reveals, only the 
ers will hear this sound and 
respond, just as a radio will 
only respond to the signals for 
which it is tuned. 

The results of the rapture are 
found in 16b through 17. The 
dead in Christ from Pentecost 
until Christ's return shall be 
resurrected to glorified bodies, 
iollowed by the translation of ail 
living believers into glorified 
bodies. (See also | Corinthians 
15:51-53). Both groups shall 
meet each other in the clouds 
and together be united with 
Jesus Christ for ali eternity. 
“\..and the dead in Christ shall 
rise first: Then we which are

up together with them in the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the 
air: and so shall we ever be with 
the Lord.” 

The purpose for giving us 
these truths is found in verse

An ordinance to create and establish an annuity or pension 
plan for the officers and employees of Beaver Creek townsnip and 
to authorize the township supervisor and the township clerk to 
contract, in the name of the township, for such plan; to define

method for non-coverage of an officer or employee of the annuity or 
pension plan; to set forth a date wherein each person covered under 
the annuity or pension plan shall have a vested right or interest in 
such plan; to ratify and confirm the validity of any annuity or 
pension plan in existence on the effective date of this ordinance; 
and to repeai all ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict 
herewith. 
THE TOWNSHIP OF BEAVER CREEK

This ordinance shall be known and cited as the “Beaver Creek 

Township Pension Plan Ordinance.”

B. Each employee who is employed on the effective date of the 
annuity or pension plan shall be eligible for coverage on that day 
provided he or she then meets the following requirements, 
otherwise to be eligible on the first policy anniversary on which he 
or she meets them: 

1. He or she has completed at least 0 years of continuous 
employment. 

2. His or her age (nearest birthday) is at least 18 years and not 
more than 75 years. eee

An employee's normal retirement date shall be the policy 
anniversary of the annuity or pension plan nearest his or her 65th 
birthday. 

C. Any person desiring not to be so covered shall give written 
notice to the township clerk that he desires not to be covered, and if 
the notice is received before the person has become covered under 
the contract, he shall not be covered thereunder. If the notite is 
received after the individual has become covered, his coverage 
under the contract shall cease as provided for in the contract.

Oil-gas, nature interest clash 


‘Controversy rages these days, as 
controversy is wont to do, about oil 
and gas exploration in northern 
Michigan. ; 

It seems that most every time the 
oi! people want to drill a few more 
wells, some other forces who see 2 
higher and better use for the land 
auiomalically will be in opposition. 
Thus it was also on offshore oil 
drilling in the old days. 

Wherein rests the public weal, of 
course, is the crux of the situation. 

In any event, the area in question in 
the instant case is near the Pigeon 
River Country State Forest somewhat 
‘northeast of Gaylord. 

According to the news reporis | 
have scanned, the controversy gener- 
ally is the classic one of develop- 
ment-versus-nature. 

Several energy-producing compan- 
ies—notably Shell, Standard and 
Consumers Power—want to deveiop 
the oil and gas that geologists are 
certain lie beneath much of the 
forest; these companies (and a few 
others) leased the mineral rights to 
much of the fand in 1968; most of the 
land is state-owned. Five producing 
wells are even now in production, but 
environmentalists are blocking fur- 
ther development. 

One of the concerns expressed by 


. the naturalists is the well-being of 


Michigan’s elk herd; about 160 elk 
make their natural home in the 
Pigeon River Country area, and they 
would be endangered—so ine atyu- 
ment goes—by further exploration for 
oil and gas. 

Without meaning to get into the 
merits of 
nature battle, one way or the other, 
the status of the elk has engulfed my 
interest for some reason. Michigan’s 
160 roaming elk comprise the largest 
herd east of the Mississippi, ac- 
cording to my information. 

As a pro-elk spokesman, Ford 
Kellum, identified as a retired state 
wildlife biologist, is quoted in one 
story | read in somewhat this fashion: 

“Elk need to get away from the 
G.D. racket just like people,” Kellum 
is quoted. “The excessive distur- 
bance caused by oil and gas activities

There are others who are less than 
impressed with the argument that the 
oii developers are violating a virgin 
forest. There is some truth in the 
comment from one unidentified pro- 
oil spokesman quoted in a recent 
article: ° 

That country is by no means 
Hiawatha’s retreat. You could get run 
over by a snowmobile in the winter or 
shot by a deer hunter in the fall. 

And so could an elk. 

Mr. Burgess and the pro-oil people 
have some points; but then, so do 
ivir. Retium and ihe anii-Geveopment 
people. And it is the merit on both 
sides which makes it so difficult in a 
situation such as this to produce a 
mutual satisfaction.

10. Letter from Emil Tahvonen, Department of Treasury, 
presented schedule of increases in salaries of Circuit Court 
Stenographers, effective July 1, 1975. In the 46th circuit the Court 
Stenographer's salary will be set at $12,000.00. 

11. Letter from Federal Forest Service advised the Board that 
there will be a drop of one-third because of lower timber receipts 
this year. : 

12. Copies of letters ssoaciins appointment of Airport Manager 
were placed on file. 

13, Letter from Willard E. Bosserman explained change in 4H 
leadership. 

14, Grievances between the County and the Union as to pay 
raises and grades were referred to the Union.

15. Commercial Electronics advised the Board of bills owed 
for services. This was referred to the Law Enforcement Committee. 

16, Letter from Northeast Michigan Regional Commission on 
hearings to be held on proposed Michigan Annual Social Services 
Plan requested attendance of one representative af the Board. 

17. Letter and map from Michigan Public ServiceaCommission 
showed proposed railroads inthe State of Michigan. 

The Glerk was instructed to write Milltown Retuse Service and 
Jake Helsel, to ask for further information about refuse pickup. 

INSURANCE STUDY COMMITTEE REPORT by LaGrow. The 
Committee met wiih Speiicer insurance Counsellors. They gave the 
county a survey of its insurance needs. The committee will study 
Spencer's recommendations and report back to the Board. ~ 

AIRPORT COMMITTEE REPORT by Lowrie. A CETA employee 
is now working at the airport, and will work through December 
1975. The Airport Planning Committee met with state personnel on 
a Site Plan in regards to outlying areas. They were concerned only 
with the Site Plan at this time. Mr. Lowrie further reported on 
runway marking, fixing tanding lights, and a program to kill weeds 
and grass growing in runways. 

ROADS AND BRIDGES COMMITTEE REPORT by Welch. The 
Road Commission is starting on Wakeley Bridge construction and 
should have it completed around November ist. 

Jeremy Jones, of the County Planing Commission, mot with 
the Board regarding a Wetlands Ordinance. He explained, with a 
Wetlands map, what lands would be included. Mr, Jones read the 
ordinance and recommended its approval. General discussion 
followed, and the Board will give further study. 


The following township supervisors were present: Bernard 
Fowler—Grayling, Richard Schaeffer—South Branch, Andie 
Neilson—Beaver Creek, Frederick Schaibly—Lovells. Janice 


Corneil, CETA Director, was also present. She explained federal 


funding and grants for township projects, and advised that she was. 


willing to help in any way she could. All township boards or 
supervisors were asked to come in ta the board meetings quarterly, 
to enlighten each other on township affairs.

NORTHEAST REGIONAL COMMISSION REFORT by Welch. 
An election was held at the last meeting. Keith Titus was elected 
Chairman, and Dean Welch Vice Chairman. The resignation of 
Harry Travis was accepted. Mr. Hodney Parker was appointed 
Acting Director. An Audit Report was given and accepted. 

PUBLIC WORKS COMMITTEE REPORT by Failing. Next 
Department of Public Works meeting will be at Gayiord. County 
DPW meetings will be held on second Thursday each month. 

PERSONNEL COMMITTEE REPORT by Failing. The Commit- 
tee recommended that Janice Cornell, CETA Director, be given a 
raise in salary to $9,000.00 per year.

The Committee recommends construction and 
renovation of the Sheriff's garage for offices.
